most serious trouble for' Bud, are high. If he has circulated any, he would be wise to 
retrieve all copies.

It is no longer uncommon for ns to be asked, especially by reporters and as 
recently as today, after I got Ms letter, if I think he serves CIA. *t is that bad. 
And I’m not talking about Skolnick-typo stuff. I don’t t ink I’ll attain say I believe 
not. There is nothing wrong with another truth, I don’t know. Increasingly X find 
it difficult to persuade myself that the crazy things he does and says are the 
expression of emotional problems and no sore. 

I don’t like to write him this kind of letter. 1 never have. But I also did 
not create eitherthe need of the situation. He ought to know that when he writes me 
this kindj^gf f|lso letter and says it ia to sate a record that I have no choice but 
to sake an ililt one for Mrs. and for ay own protection from his.
